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LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY 
PRIVATE BILLS 


Excerpt from Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 

(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Prov- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 

(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 

(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion. 

97. No petition for any Private Bill 
shall be received by the House after the 
first ten days of each Session, nor may 
any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Ses- 
sion, nor may any report of any Standing 
or Select Committee upon a Private Bill 
be received after the first four weeks of 
each Session, and no motion for the sus- 
pension or modification of this Standing 
Order shall be entertained by the House 
until the same has been reported on by 
the Committee on Standing Orders, or 
after reference made thereof at a previous 
sitting of the House to the Standing Com- 
mittees charged with the consideration of 
Private Bills, who shall report thereon to 
the House. And if this rule shall be sus- 
pended or modified as aforesaid, the pro- 
moters of any Private Bill which is pre- 
sented after the time hereinbefore limited, 
or for which the petition has been received 
after the time hereinbefore limited, shall 
in either case pay double the fees required 
in respect of such Bill by this rule, unless 
the House shall order to the contrary. 

98. (1) Any person seeking to obtain 
any Private Bill shall deposit with the 
Clerk of the House, eight clear days 
before the opening of the Session: — 

(a) A printed copy of such Bill: 


(b) A copy of the petition to be pre- 
sented to the House: 

(c) Copies of the notices published, 
with publication proved by a statu- 
tory declaration or affidavit to the 
satisfaction of the Clerk of the 
House. 

(2) At the time of depositing the Bill 
and petition the applicant shall also pay 
to the Clerk of the House the sum of 
three hundred dollars. 


(3) If a copy of the Bill, petition, and 
notices proved as aforesaid shall not have 
been so deposited in the hands of the 
Clerk of the House at least eight clear 
days before the opening of the Session or 
if the petition has not been presented to 
the House within the first ten days of the

Session, the amount to be paid to the 
Clerk shall be six hundred dollars. If 
the Bill shall not pass second reading one- 
half of the fees shall be returned. 

101. Every petition signed by an agent 
or attorney in fact shall be accompanied 
by the authority of such agent or attorney 
in fact, and the petition shall not be 
deemed to be filed with the Clerk until 
this is done. 

102. Before any petition praying for 
leave to bring in a Private Bill for the 
erection of a toll-bridge is received by the 
House, the person or persons intending 
to petition for such Bill shall, upon giving 
the notice prescribed by Standing Order 
100, also at the same time and in the 
same manner give notice of the rates 
which they intend to ask, the extent of 
the privilege, the height of the arches, the 
interval between the abutments or piers 
for the passage of rafts or vessels, and 
mentioning also whether they intend to 
erect a drawbridge or not, and the dimen- 
sions of the same. 


103. (1) All Private Bills for Acts of 
incorporation shall be so framed as to 
incorporate by reference to the clauses of 
the general Acts relating to the details 
to be provided for by such Bills: Special 
grounds shall be established for any pro- 
posed departure from this principle, or 
for the introduction of other provisions 
as to such details, and a note shall be 
appended to the Bill indicating the provi- 
sions thereof in which the general Act 
is proposed to be departed from. Bills 
which are not framed in accordance with 
this Standing Order shall be recast by the 
promoters and reprinted at their expense 
before any Committee passes upon the 
clauses. 

(2) Every Bill for an Act of incorpora- 
tion, where a form of model Bill has been 
adopted, shall be drawn in accordance 
with the model Bill (copies of model Bills 
may be obtained from the Clerk of the 
House). Any provisions contained in any 
such Bill which are not in accord with 
the model Bill shall be inserted between 
brackets or underlined, and shall be so 
printed. 

(3) Any exceptional provisions that it 
may be proposed to insert in any Bill 
shall be clearly specified in the notice of 
application for same. 

107. All Private Bills shall be prepared 
by the parties applying for the same, and 
printed in small-pica type, twenty-six ems 
by fifty ems, on good paper, in imperial 
octavo form, each page when folded mea- 
suring 1034 inches by 7% inches. There 
shall be a marginal number every fifth line 
of each page; the numbering of the lines 
is not to run on through the Bill, but the 
lines of each page are to be numbered sep- 
arately. Three hundred copies of each Bill 
shall be deposited with the Clerk of the 
House immediately before the first read- 
ing. If amendments are made to any Bill 
during its progress before the Committee 
on Private Bills, or through the House, 
such Bill shall be reprinted by the pro- 
moters thereof. 

In the case of Bills to incorporate com- 
panies, in addition to the fee of $300 
mentioned in Rule 98, fees calculated on 
the capital of the Company are payable at 
the same time. Further particulars can 
be had on application to the undersigned.

Council may, on the recommendation of 
the Minister, provide in the Letters Pat- 
ent or supplementary Letters Patent such 
further objects, powers, obligations, du- 
ties, limitations, and conditions in respect 
to any or all functions requested pursuant 
to this section: 

And whereas the Regional Board of 
the Capital Regional District has re- 
quested the function of providing and 
operating an ice arena and recreational 
complex: 

And whereas the assent of the owner- 
electors of the Electoral Areas of Col- 
wood and Langford has been obtained: 

And whereas the provisions of the said 
section 766 have been duly complied 
with: 

Now know ye that We do order and 
proclaim that on, from, and after the date 
hereof the following be added to the ob- 








jects, powers, obligations, duties, limita- 
tions, and conditions of the Capital Re- 
gional District: 


“Division X—Ice Arena and Recreational 
Complex 


“1. Only the member municipalities of 
Colwood and Langford participate or 
share in the cost incurred pursuant to this 
Division. No other member municipality 
shall participate or share in such cost. 

“2. Subject to any limitations or excep- 
tions in this Division contained, the re- 
gional district may construct, equip, 
operate, and maintain an ice arena and 
recreational complex to be situated on 
the property known as the Old Colwood 
Racetrack property, Old Island Highway, 

“3. The annual net cost pursuant to 
this Division, including any annual debt 
charges, shall be apportioned among the 
member municipalities liable to share 
such costs on the basis referred to in 
subsection (1) of section 782 of the 
Municipal Act. 

“4. Debt incurred by the regional dis- 
trict for the purpose of constructing and 
equipping such ice arena and recreational 
complex shall not exceed, in the aggre- 
gate, the sum of $750,000. 

“5. The Regional Board may by by- 
law establish an Ice Arena and Recrea- 
tional Complex Commission, consisting 
of the Directors representing the electoral 
areas of Colwood and Langford, plus 
such other persons as may be designated 
in the by-law, and in such by-law may 
delegate to the commission any or all of 
the administrative powers of the Regional 
Board with respect to the construction, 
equipment, operation, and maintenance of 
the ice arena and recreational complex.” 


And that supplementary Letters Patent 
of the Capital Regional District, issued 
the twenty-eighth day of December 1967, 
be deemed to be amended by adding the 
following paragraph to Division VIJ — 
Trunk-sewers and Sewage Disposal. 

“17. Notwithstanding any provision of 
any Act or of the Letters Patent of the 
regional district when any part of the 
Electoral Areas of Colwood, Langford, 
or View Royal is connected to a trunk- 
sewer facility of the regional district, 
there shall be included in the cost appor- 
tionable to the area benefiting an amount 
sufficient to reimburse the Minister of 
Finance for expenditures made to com- 
plete the Greater Victoria Sewerage Study 
pursuant to the Agreement re Joint Sew- 
age Disposal Study dated the 6th of Jan- 
uary 1965 on behalf of the unorganized 
territory now within the regional district. 
When collected, such amounts shall be 
paid over to the Minister of Finance by 
the Regional Board.” 

And that the Letters Patent of the 
Capital Regional District be deemed to 
be amended accordingly.
